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PREFACE 



This volume reproduces in type a portion of the records 
contained in the earliest book now in the possession of the 
city, mainly used for probate proceedings of the town. It is 
not, however, the first book so used, for in the schedule of the 
books and papers belonging to the town, which survived the 
effects of King Philip's War, so called, and which schedule 
bears date June 4, 1677, there is inventoried among other 
records "A Small papor Book Containing the Enrolements of 
wills:" (see Second Report of the Record Commissioners, 
Appendix B, p. 24). This "enrolement of wills " disappeared 
some time between the date of the schedule and April 26, 
1755, and its loss is to be regretted as it undoubtedly con- 
tained much relative to the earliest settlers of Providence that 
would be of the greatest interest. 

The book, a portion of which is here reproduced in type, is 
designated as Will Book No. i, though this name is of quite 
recent application. It was originally called " The First Booke 
for Prouidence Towne Councill Perticulior vse,*' from the fact 
that the town council exercised probate jurisdiction, a system 
still prevailing by law in many towns in Rhode Island. 
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IV PREFACE- 

The original manuscript book is fifteen inches long and six 
inches wide, and is in a fair state of preservation considering 
its age and the general use to which it has been subjected. 
Its arrangement is somewhat confused as the records were 
entered consecutively from page i to page 1 26, when the book 
was reversed and the records were continued at a point 
twenty-five pages from the other end and written up to the 
earlier records, and then the book was reversed again and the 
last twenty-five pages were filled. This, at least, is the best 
account the commissioners can give of the method in which 
the book was originally used. 

The copy from which this volume has been printed, was 
made by Florence S. Clapp, an assistant in the office of the 
Clerk of the Municipal Court, and was carefully compared 
with the original by Cora B. Jewett and Mabel G. Cole, assist- 
ants in this office; but the commissioners have personally 
read and compared the proofs with the original records, 
requiring revises until a proof sheet was obtained in which 
such vigilance as they were able to exercise could detect no 
error. 

For convenience and to avoid reference to other volumes 
the commissioners would state that the printing of this vol- 
ume, like its predecessors, is authorized under several resolu- 
tions of the City Council of Providence, the first of which was 
approved March 6, 1891, and is as fpllows:

" Resolved, That Horatio Rogers, George M. Carpenter, 
and Edward Field, are hereby appointed record commissioners, 
who shall serve without compensation, for the purpose of 
collecting and printing the early records of the town of Provi- 
dence. And said commissioners are hereby authorized to 
expend the sum of one thousand dollars for collecting and 
printing said records, said sum to be charged to the appropria- 
tion for printing." 

In the printing of this volume the same signs have been 
used as in former volumes, and for convenience the explanations 
thereof are repeated here. 

The figures at the top of the pages, and enclosed in brackets, 
indicate the paging of this present volume. 

The heavy figures enclosed in brackets represent the paging 
of the original book as it now stands. 

This mark | shows the beginning and end of interlineations 
in the original. 

Words or letters printed in parentheses are so found in the 
original. 

Brackets enclosing blank space, thus, [ ] signify that 
something is missing, or illegible in the original. 

The sign 'p is used to represent a contraction or double 
letter, which, in the original, stands for pr, and is used as the 
representative of syllables containing those letters with a 
vowel.

In very many cases the marks or sign manuals made by 
illiterate persons to instruments, in lieu of their own proper 
written signatures, are reproduced in fac-simile on the records 
by the recording officer, but in print in this volume these 
signs are usually represented by an X, being the conventional 
sign commonly used for that purpose. 

Four indexes follow the text in this book, viz. : an Index to 
Names; an Index to Indian Names; an Index to Subjects; 
and a Miscellaneous Index. In the preparation of the latter 
index the commissioners desire to acknowledge their obliga- 
tions to William E. Foster, Esq., of the Providence Public 
Library, and to Egbert W. Simmons, Esq., for much valuable 
assistance.

who died the 15^: day of November 1699. 

To all Christian People before whome this My last Will & 
Testament May or shall come, Greeteing. Know yee That I 
Stephen Arnold Senior inhabetant of Pautuxett in the Towne- 
ship of Providence, in y* Colloney of Rhoade Jsland & Provi- 
dence Plantations in New England in America, Have made 
this present writeing to be my last Will & Testament, to pre- 
vent future Trouble & Controvercyes that might any wayes 
arise Concerning my worldly Goods or Estate, I being now in 
my perfect Memory & vnderstanding, I doe with my owne hand 
write this my last Will & Testament. 

Jtem : ffirst I doe give & bequeath unto my Eldest son 
Jsraell Arnold & his heirs & Assignes for Ever all my Right 
Title & Jntrest in all the lands & Meaddowes that I have, or 
ought to have on the south side of Pautuxett River both 
devided and vndevided. To say a Purchase of lands & Mead- 
dowes which I bought of Zachary Roades as by a deede under 
his hand beareing date 1658 doth therein appeare. And also 
a percell or Tract of land that Keketawekett Sachim of Pau- 
tuxett passed over unto me by a deede beareing date 1660 
doth therein appeare. And also a Confirmation from Nau- 
naun^nt^new, alias Qu^nonch'het, chiefe sachim of the Narra- 
gansett Countrey, beareing date July 1674 doth appeare And 
also a Purchasse of lands & meaddowes that I bought of 
Joseph Carpenter, both devided & vndevided as by a deede 
under his hand doth appeare. The one halfe of all the aforesd 
lands & Meaddowes I formerly Gave unto my Son Jsraell, & 
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now I doe hereby Give my foresaid Son Israeli all the rest of 
my foresaid lands & meaddowes, both devided & vndevided. 

I doe hereby Give my Said Son Jsraell Arnold with all the 
privelidges & the appurtenances thereto belonging to him his 
heirs Exsecutors & Assignes, forever And also I doe Give &

beareing date 1682 doth therein appeare; All which Pond 
with the land aforesaid shall be the lawfull Jnheritan|ce| 
of my Son Jsraell Arnold & his heirs & Assignes for Ever.

lands at wainsokit I doe Give unto my son Jsraell Arnold & 
his heirs, Exsecutors & Assignes for Ever. 

And also I doe hereby Give & bequeath unto my Three 
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sons, Jsraell, Stephen & Elisha to them & their heirs & 
Assignes for Ever a Certaine Tract, & percell of lands con- 
taineing seven hundred and fifty acres of land lieing & is Scit- 
uate on the South Side of Aponack Cove or River, & border- 
ing on Cohissit Bay ; The which land I Purchassed of Major

into the orchard where my ffather William Arnold Dwelt, And
